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MOULTING TIME. — 


T——— 


From now. on through the summer and 
autumn months indications of the moult may 
seen in collections of loose feathers about 
the poultry house and run. All species of 
fow] cast tifeir plumage every year, and lay- 
ing fowl, especially those in confined runs, 
should receive a little extra attention during 
the moulting season, which varies from, per: 
haps, three to ten weeks, or sometimes. more. 
Moulting is, theréfore, a very natural pro- 
Cess, the time of year depending on the age 
of the bird, laying capacity, feeding and. en- 
vironment. , Late moulting is often an indica- 
tion of the good layer. . Young birds usually 
moult earlier than the older ones. 


Dieting. 

A low course of diet, avoiding stimulents 
and soft mash, will often bring on a moult; 
but it is wiser to let nature take its course. 
Forcing’ a moult is seldom advantageous. An 
occasiona] dose-of powdered sulphur (cne tea- 
spoonful to-a dozen birds; given in ‘the soft 
food) is -helpful for cléansing the skin, in 
casting the old, and promoting the growth of 
Tew feathers. 

. The “water in which cabbage has beer 
boiled contains sulphur, in addition to vege- 
table salts of a cooling nature. The liquid 
can’ be used to scald the mixture of meals 
given in the soft mash.- Oil is essential in the 


| diet for the growth of feathers, and the extra 


amount required can supplied in the 
form of linseed meal, a handful of which 
might be ineluded with the mixture. 


‘Breeding Stock. 


Stock birds that have been kept over for 
two or more seasons should be penned by 
themselves. If allowed to rún with the flock 
they rarely get sufficient food, which results 


| In lengtheming the moulting period, and 


leaving them practically useless as breedérs 
the following year. 


Moulting and Insect Pests. 


Before moulting begins culling should take 
er Delicate-looking, over-fat and old 

irds should be killed or sold off. During the 
moult vermin is distributed by means of the 
feathers dropped. These feathers should be 
periodically picked up and destroyed. The 
presence of vermin is a serious handicap to 
summer and autumn egg-production, and de- 
trimental to quick, clean and haglthy moult- 
ing. These pests not only cause greater irri- 
tation when the fowl is-in a fevered condi- 
tion, but there are several species of lice 
which attack the. growing plumage and pre- 
vent its free development,

gy O far the season has been a good one 
S for young ttrkeys. For the. greater 
rt of the vear the weather has been 
fairly , and nothing has occurred to give 
the young birds a set-back. Turkeys cannot 
endure chill, and if young ones are allowed 
to roam through long wet grass they catch 
cold easily. | 
Some successful turkey-rearers.do not re- 
move the ‘chicks out of the nest for a week 
after they are-hatched. The mother is re- 
moved at feeding time and the little birds are 
fed in the nest. Egg feeding should be dis« 
continued after a fortnight: A mixture of 
biscuit meal and Sussex ground oats has been 
found very successful during the growing 
stage, when the birds are most troublesome. 
Once tltey ‘*shoot the red.” they are very 
easily managed, and only need a good range 
and suitable feeding to thrive.

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; the Tariff Bill which has just passed the 
United States House of Representatives 
should become operative without any substan- 
tial modification, the Irish farmer may suffer 
from some of its reactions upon the agriculture 
of the world, but we fear that this is true. With 
a free market almost at our doors, a market 
which Irish farmers. are shrewd enough to esti- 
mate at its high value, although some of 
their political counsellors try to depreciate 
it, 1t may seem that not a great deal of import- 
ance need he attached to the decision to make 
the tariff walls which surround the United 
States practically insurmountable, 

But if before the bill, in some three 
months or so, has become an Act more 
moderate counsels do not prevail] in Washing- 
ton,we believe that marked price repurcus- 
sions will be-felt in Great Britain, and that 
these. must adversely affect the market for 
British produce. Moreover, whether we like 
it ot.not, the word “ British’’ in this con- 
nection may be taken to stand for. Irish also. 
Already several. countries, ‘including Canada 
and Uruguay, have taken alarm; and whilst 
it may be well to suspend final judgment 
until after the arrival of the t¥o hundred 
usiness men who, as.7The Times informs its 
readers, sailed last week with the object of 
allaying “general uneasiness abroad,” or even 
until the ultimaté decision of the United 
States Government is announced, it is well 
for all interested in Irish farming to -con- 
sider the situation in advance. Next year, if 
not this, it may affect the price of cattle and 
meat, . 


Canadian Stores and South American 

“Put briefly, the position is, that the new 
tariff. threatens to be so much steeper than 
any hitherto put into operation ; 
serious check is bound to be put to the im- 
portation’ of foodstuffs, including meat, as 
well as woollens, cottons, linens and much 
elise.

Sale across the United States border what 
is to happen to them? Are we in Ireland to 
find that this old menace, which has not 
hitherto practically operated to our disadvan, 


cultura] situation? “If so, we may take it as 
certain that, with a Labour Government ‘in 
power and no. agricultural ‘representation 
worth considering—British or Prish—at. West~- 
minster, no agitation to keep them out. of 
Britain can be successful. Even the Opposi- 
tions; however anxious to do so, could not 
move the Administration on a matter which 
would-be considered one of Imperial concern, 
with Canadian farming in difficulties. 

The. exportation ;of meat from the South 
American Republics raises a similar issue in, 
perhaps, an acuter degree. Irish beef stood 
to gain considerably by the growing demand 
in the United States for cattle and meat from 
Urugtiay and the Argentine. If these supplies 
are automatically shut out from the Western 
ports of the United States, or even if im- 
portation there is considerably restricted, 
they must, of ‘course, find other markets, of 
which Britain is the most obvious, seeing 
that already her cities have welcomed them. 
The pressure of “competition from which 
British and Irish farmers have suffered in 
common, and which, so far as live stock and 
meat were concerned, had begun to relax, 
thus threatens to grow intenser if the legis- 
lation initiatéd in the supposed interests of 
American farming becomes law. That it is 
very doubtful whether, in fact, the United 
States farmers will gain does not lessen our 
danger.

Every 
Government “is entitled to exercise its tariff 
rights to the uttermost, and it is very doubt- 
ful whether reprisals in kind, even if desirable 
between nations which have practical as well 
as sentimental reasons for wishing to culti- 
vate amity between themselves, are likely to 
yield beneficial economic results. Canada can, 
of course, keep out of her markets goods 
made in the United States—and to an amount 
equivalent in value. to that portion of her live 
W sals threaten 
to lock out. But she can only do this success- 
fully by increasing the price of those articles 
which at present it pays her to import from 
the neighbour States, so increasing her own 
costs of living. Ireland obviously cannot do 
so and Britain, if she could (which is doubt- 
ful), “will not. 


Is there, then, anything which the peoples 
of these countries can do, protection or safe- 
guarding being barred, to redress the balance 
in their own favour? The question, as we 
have seen, does not relate to these islands 
exclusively... The diversion of South American 
‘beef and cattle from the United States to 
England, whatever its immediate reactions on 
English farming, will probably be a serious 
blow to the Australian chilled meat trade. 
Whilst it cannot be claimed that the interests 
of all the British Colonies and~Dominions are 
identical “at all points with those of the 
mother nations at home (including Ireland), 
we think they have such large interests in 
common that any” serious danger ‘which 
menaces their prosperity might well form, 
not, indeed, the cause, but the occasion of 
censultation amongst them. 


A Procedont. 


In the inter-Dominion Conference at 
Wembley in 1924, initiated by the Horace 
Plunkett Foundation, and attended by many 
important..Colonial statesmen, it. was found 
that cur farmers’ problems; east and west, | 
were cognate. and the. probable solutions 
similar, It is evident that it would be impos- 
sible for British or any other Governments to 
interfere in American tariff policies, and it 
would be undesirable to start, or even to 
Suggest, any kind of economic warfare. 
amongst English-speaking peoples. But might 
ndt the beginnings of wider understandings 
in agticulture be possible if, in the first’ in- 
stance, an interchange of opinion between the 
peoples of these islands and their kinsfolk in 
the Colonies paved the: way for a common 
policy, beginning amongst themselves and, 
perhaps, later extending to those other kins- 
folk whose projected policy of .to-day- may, 
if it develops indefinitely; tempt Canada, 
Australia and other countries fo form an 
economic defensive alliance? At the least 
such interchange might well clear away mis- 
understandings ‘amongst importers of Domi- 
nion produce into Britain. 


Canada and Australia do not always see eye- 
to-eye. Indeed, although Canada is, politi- 
cally .considered,” Ireland's ‘‘ next friend,’’ 
Irish farmers have had many moments of per- 
turbation over Canadian exports, and may have 
more if the new U.S. policy is not altered. It 
is only by constant consultation that the pre- 
vention of international misunderstandings 
such as we have in mind is possible. America 
does not go to Geneva. The Internationa! In- 
stitute of Agriculture represents governments 
only, not peoples. Might not the beginnings 
of a common agricultura] policy—ultimately 
to be settled by the League of Nations—arise 
out of some simplified form of discussion 
amongst those nations of which Saorstat 
Kireann is the youngest politically, but one 
of the oldest: historically? Whether by way 
of a conference or by the mere interchange of 


publicity and iniormation in the Press, the 
vountries which constitute the British Com- 
monwealth should consider the serious con- 
dition of their farmers in common.

WHEAT CROP PROSPECTS 


THE AMERICAN OUTLOOK. 
VV ot little British wheat has been on 


offer during the month, and prices are 

merely ic Imported “desérip- 
tions have been irregular .owing to the large 
world surplus, and Mx the uncertainty of the 
progress of the Farm Relief Bill in the Amer- 
can Senate. The latest official reports of the 
wheat crop abroad show that only 6.4 per 
cent, of the winter wheat area in the United 
States has been ** winter killedt’’ This is the 
lowest ‘‘ winter killed ” area during the past 
eight years. Harvesting is now proceeding in 
Texas, where a greater output than was ex- 
pected is being obtained. The Canadian 
crop outlook is,-on the whole, satisfactory, as 
the heavy rains in June improved prospects 
considerably, but further moisture is required 
in Western Canada. The Australian wheat 
crop is progressing satisfactorily, as a good 
rainfall has been experienced in nearly all the 
wheat areas. : 

The demand for maize improved towards 
the close of the month, and, in spite of the 
large quantities on offer, quotations’ were 
firmer at a number of centres. 

Only smal! supplies of barley have been on 
offer, and prices are practically unchanged. 

Oats have beén ih small supply, meeting a 
quiet inguiwy with prices slightly im favour of 
buyers, | 

Middlings and bran have been a rather 

viet trade during the month, with prices 
showing’ an appreciable decline. . 

Linseed and-cotton- cake have been in quiet 
request, with prices slightly lower. 

Trade in fat cattle continued satisfactorily 
at recent prices, Young bullocks and heifers 
in good condition were quickly cleared at last 
month’s. level oí prices, but inferior grades 
weré very difficult to clear. Quotations: for 
first and second quality cattle at the close 
were 54s. 8d.. and.48s.. 7d., respectively; per 
live cwt. 

Best grades of dairy cattle met a fair in- 
quiry, but the demand on the whole has been 
quiet. The trade in store cattle has been 
moderate, some centres experiencing a better 
demand than others. Buyers in some parts 
are slow to, buy_owing to the lack of.rain.. .

He was tried several times for his life, 
but in every case he had a message con- 
veyed to the witnesses that it would be 
better for their quiet enjoyment of life if, 
on the day of trial, they went back on 
the statements which they had made to 
the police. Thus, he was always 
acquitted. The whole country was 
terrorised by him and his like, and no 
convictions could be obtained under the 
ordinary criminal procedure.

BUSINESS MEN TO DISCUSS 


PROJECT. 


A representative meeting. of Belfast busi- 
ness men is to be held this week, at the re- 
quest of the Lord Mayor, to consider the 
question of aerial development. At the last 
monthly meeting of the Corporation it was 
disclosed that a letter had been received 
by the Town Clerk from Lieutenant-Colonel 
Ivo: Edwards, managing director of National 
Flying Services, Ltd., giving the history of 
the negotiations between that company and 
the Belfast Harbour Commissioners relative

Mr. Thomas’s Task. 


In the House of Commons. yesterday. 
Mr. J., H. Thomas, Lord Privy Seal in 
the new Socialist Government, disclosed 
his eagerly awaited plans for the relief 
of unemployment. _ Mr. Thomas makes 
no rash promises... Unlike Mr. Lloyd 
George; he-does not pretend to be able to 
find work for everybody within twelve 
months, or even within twelve years ; and 
most reasonable men will agree with Mr. 
Winston Churchill that his remarks were 
“sensible and moderate.” The outstand- 
ing fact in the situation is the presence 
of nearly one and a half million persons 
on the unemployed list. Can work be 
found for these unfortunate victims of 
circumstances, and, if so, by what. means? 
Mr: Thomas prefaced his speech with the 
statement that there was no short cut to 
national prosperity; the real solution of 
the unemployment problem lay in the 
improvement of Britain’s trade and 
commercée—a process that inevitably must 
be gradual. Employment of a kind could 
be provided by the State, but Mr. Thomas 
declared. that he would have nothing to 
do with schemes which involved the outlay 
of public funds and nothing else. If 
relief productive, 
they would do more harm than good. This 
assertion will relieve the minds of many 
who feared that the advent of a Socialist 
Government would bring with it all sorts 
of wild-cat proposals for the cure of unem- 
ployment. Mr. Thomas has taken a very 
definite stand on the matter. There will 
be no extravagance, and, if the Minister 
can be believed, the British taxpayer need 
not have the slightest fear of Bolshevist 
experiments. 

Being a railway “mm, Mr. 
naturally has turned first to his own in- 
dustry for assistance. He told the House 
of Commons yesterday that timber to the 
value of £1,250,000 was being imported 
into England every year for the manuiac- 
turé of railway sleepers, and he had asked 
the companies to use steel sleepers in the 
inture—a request which had been granted 
at once. He said also that the Post Office

Japanese Politics. 

Baron Tanaka, the Prime Minister of 
Japan, resigned, with his Cabinet, on 
Tuesday morning, after an uneasy tenure 
of two years. Within three houre of his 
resignation Mr. Hamaguchi, the leader of 
the Minseito (Liberal) Party, had received 
an imperial command: to form a new 
Ministry. When Baron Tanaka succeeded 
Mr, Wakatsuki his followers were in a 
minority, and the election early last 
year—the first under manhood suffrage— 
left the parties almost unchanged. It 
seems improbable that his Government 
could have survived if the divisions among 
his opponents and the disinclination of 
the Japanese people to tolerate another 
election in the year of the’ Emperor’s 
coronation had not favoured him. The 
immediate causes of Baron Tanaka’s fall 
‘were the concern felt in financial circles 
at the unsatisfactory position of the yen 
exchange—which is attributed to the con- 
tinuance of the gold embargo—and the 
general dissatisfaction at the blowing up 
of the railway bridge at Mukden, where 
Chang Tso-lin lost his life a year ago. 
| According to the Special Correspondent of 
The Times; Colonel Kawamoto has been 
held by the senior statesmen to have been 
negligent in that he ceded the patrolling 
Lof the bridge to the Chinese. : It is under- 
stood that the Army considered that 
Colonel Kawamoto’s punishment was ex- 
cessive and that the Minister of War was 
equally responsible. His inability to 
reconcile the various interests that were 
likely to be excited by the imminent 
Manchurian report was the occasion of 
Baron Tanaka’s resignation. The com- 
position of the new Cabinet has been 
received in Tokyo with an interrogative 
calm, but all are united in their desire 
to see the introduction of a policy of 
retrenchment and the removal of the 
gold embargo. The appointment of Mr. 
Junnosuke Inouye, a former Governor of 
the Bank of Japan, to the portfolio of 
Finance has raised the highest hopes. It 
is felt that he will do much to strengthen 
Mr. Hamaguchi in his avowed intent to 
recover from business firms and banks the 
sums advanced during the panic of 1927. 
Another popular appointment. is that of 
General Ugaki to the Ministry of War. 
He is known to be a strong man, and 
there is much confidence in his ability to 
deal with the difficulties that are expected 
to arise from the Manchurian report. On 
the whole, Mr. Hamaguchi’s Ministry is 
likely to endure for some time. A further 
cause of satisfaction to the Japanese is 
the speed with which the imperial order 
to form a Ministry reached Mr. Hamaguchi. 
The revolution which placed Japan in the 
ranks of progressive nations was effected. 
unlike revolutions in other countries, by 
her aristocracy, who found themeelves 
faced with the necessity to teach’ & 
primitive people how to be democratic. 
The fact that Prince Saionji, the last of 
the elder statesmen, advised the Emperor 
Hirohito, without hesitation, to send for 
the leader ‘of the Opposition when Baron 
Tanaka resigned is regarded as a proof of 
Japan’s political development. 


The Price of Radiurr. 


In two senses radium is the most 
precious product of nature’s laboratory. 
It is the costliest, and it is the most 
potent remeédy for one of the direst forms 
of human suffering. Therefore, a state- 
ment to. which the American Chemical 
Society lends its name has world-wide 
interest. In its journal the Society 
declares that radium is being hoarded and 
is sold at excessive prices. It quotes a 
letter from Dr, R. B. Moore, Dean of’ 
Science at Purdue University, who says 
that the present price—£10,000 per 
gramme’ wholesale, and £14,000 per 
gramme retail—puts radium treatment 
beyond the reach of thousands of the 
cancer-stricken. Belgium, through her 
possession of rich uranium deposits in the 
Congo, has a virtual monopoly of the 
radium industry, and, according to Dr. 
Moore, the cost of production from the 
forty per cent. ore owned by the Belgian 
companies ought not to exceed £2,000 per 
gramme, exclusive. of mining and over- 
head costs: He charges that these com- 
panies have held up production, and 
have closed the factories until the supplies 
on hand have been sold at high. prices.

not free from blame. It is difficult to 
believe—but we have Mr. Finch Hatton's 
word for it—that the Administration has 
taken no measures to stop this brutal 
process of extjnction,; which reduces -

ADJUDICATORS' AWARDS 
AND COMMENTS. 


The seventieth annual adjudication oí works 
submitted in competition for the scholarships 
and prizes offe under the Taylor Bequest 
for the promotion of fine arts in Ireland, was 
held. at the Royal Dublin Society’s head- 
quarters, Ballsbridge, yesterday. 

The judges were:—Mr. Albert G. Power, 
R.H.A. (appointed by the Royal Dublin 
Society), Mr. Leo Whelan, R.H.A. (appointed 
by the ri ig Hibernian Academy), and Mr. 
R. Caulfeild n, R.H.A. (appointed by 
the Royal Dublin Society in the place of 
Lord Cloncurry, who had been appointed by 
the Governors ‘of the National. Gallery of 
Ireland), but was unable to act. 

A sum of £150, arising out of the bequest 
of the late Captain George Archibald Taylor, 
and £10 voted by the Royal Dublin Society 
out of the California Fund were offered in 
competition at the exhibition as follows — 

Scholarships—£50 offered in Class 1; £0 
offered in Class 2, 

Prizee—£20 offered in either Class 1 or 2; 
£10 offered in Class 3 and £10 offered in 
Class 4. 

Candidates were required to sumbit for 
examination a work in the followirig classes — 

Class 1, Painting—A composition or subject 
picture in oil or water-colour; size not larger 
than 36ins. x 28ins. and not smaller than 
24ins. x lóins. Subjects (a) for figure painters, 
“The Deluge’’; (b) for landscape painters, 
“The Bog at Autumn-tide.”’ 

Class 2, Modelling—A statuette, not exceed-_ 
ing 36ins. in extreme height. Subject;“**Pity-” 
Each exhibitor in this class was also required 
to submit a study of a head, life-size, in 
basso relievo. 

Class 5, Water-colours—Work not larger 
than 24ins. x 30ins., and not smaller than 
18ins. x 24ins. Subjects, figure painters, 
“First Aid”; for landscape painters, ‘‘ A 
Wet Night in the City.” 

Class 4, optional—In this class the selection 
of the subject in art was left entirely open 
to the student. 


AWARDS. 

Forty-two works were submitted for adj udi- 
cation. The following recommendations were 
made unanimously by the judges :— 

““That, the scholarship of £50 in Class 1 
be awarded to the painter of No. 15 (Miss 
Helen Joy McKean, a student at the College 
of Art, Belfast), and in the same class a 
special prize of £5 to the painter of No 35 
(Miss Helen Frances Yates, a student at the 
Royal Hibernian Academy, Dublin), and a 
special prize of £5 to the painter of No. 45 
(Miss Frances Kelly, a student at the Metro. 
politan School of Art, Dublin). 

“That the scholarship of £50 in Class 2 be- 
awarded to the modeller of No. 34 (Miss 
Rosaleen Brigid O’Brien, a student at the 
Metropolitan School of Art, Dublin). A 
special prize of £10 in this class was awarded 
to the modeller of No. 9 (Miss Helen Joy 
McKean), but as this student had been 
awarded the scholarship in Class 1, the prize 
was withheld under the terms of the scheme 
and awarded instead to the modeller of No. 
38 (Miss Carmel Bissette, a student at the 
Metropolitan School of Art, Dublin). 

‘The judges were of opinion that there was 
no work of special merit in Class 3 to justify 
an award. 

“In Class 4 a prize of £10 was awarded 
to the painter of No. 44 (Miss Frances Kelly, 
a student at the Metropolitan School of Art, 
Dublin). A prize of £5 was awarded to the 
modeller of No. 19 (Miss Helen Joy 
McKean), but as this student was again de- 
barred from receiving the prize owing to 
having won the scholarship in Class 1, the 
ES was given to No. 17 (Miss Detta 

atricia Smith, a student at the College of 
Art, Belfast). A prize of £5 was awarded 
to the painter of No. 53 (Miss Mollie 
Maguire, a student at the Metropolitan 
School of Art, Dublin). 


A NOTE OF REGRET. 

“ The judges noted with regret the small 
number of works submitted. These impor- 
tant and valuable scholarships in painting 
and sculpture should ensure a much keener 
competition among Irish students There 
ig evidence of lack of study in general con. 
position, and of hurried and careless execu 
tion. 

“ Landscape is again practically neglected, 
and no award has been made in this section. 

“The sculpture section has produced a 
much keener competition than that of paint- 
ing, and the standard of work, in the opinion 
of the judges, is gy pp high: They 
have awarded the scholarship to. No. 
34—a torso displaying elegance and scholar- 
ship: they regard it as a work of distinction. 

‘The judges have awarded a prize to No. 
38—a group—the subject set being “ Pity,” 
displaying a very satisfactory composition, 
but lacking adequate treatment of essential 
parts, such as hands and feet. 

“The judges note in the treatment of re- 
lief work (heads) submitted by each competi- 
tor, in accordance with the conditions of the 
composition, want of study in the principles 
and essentials of this treatment. The works 
of the miasters of the Italian School—Dona- 
tello, for instance—indicate the subtlety of 
the treatment of planes.”

This meant that 
private sis rd would. be deprived of 
all rights, including the much-prized 
privilege of introducing bills under the 
ten minutes rule. . Mr. Baldwin appealed 
for a conference to consider the question 
of private members’ rights. — Mr. Lloyd 
gon in following Mr. Baldwin, depre- 
ca the idea of taking the time up till 
Christmas, but suggested that facilities 
should be given to enable Mr. ‘Thomas to 
secure,.the necessary legislation in order to 
help him to carry out his task in dealing 
with unemployment. 


A Bomb, 


Mr. Lloyd George then threw a bomb 
into the Labour camp. He asked the 
Speaker if the motion would not prevent 
the introduction of any other than a 
Government bill until after Christmas. 
The Speaker ruled in the affirmative, and 
members on all sides were much perturbed. 
it became obvious that Mr. Macdonald’s 
advisers had not recognised that such a 
thing was possible under the motion, 
though it stated—‘‘ That no bills other 
than Government bills be introduced in 
anticipation of the ballot.’’ The ballot is 
not taken until after Christmas. This was 
sufficient, and Mr. Macdonald withdrew 
his motion, and promised tc submit it to 
the House to-morrow in an amended form. 


Trish Civil Servants. 
In the course of his remarks the Prime 
Minister stated that two bills would be 


introduced to deal with the unemployment 
situation, as well as a bill to carry into

State regarding the settlement with the 
civil servants. This, he hoped, would be 
von-controversial. In this it is probable 
that Mr. Macdonald is correct, ‘though 
there are a few Conservatives who wil! 
strain every point to secure justice for 
civil servants who have’ retired. should 
they think that it is not given: in. the 
bill. ~ The bill, T understand, will be a 
very short one, being designed ‘simply to 
implement an undertaking already re- 
garded as effective. 


Unemployment. 


It was assumed that Mr. J. H. Thomas 
would make free use of his knowledge of 
railways when on the subject of unem- 
ployment. The expectation was realised 
in his statement ; for it bore many traces 
of the railway touch. One of the sugges- 
tions which Mr. Thomas has made to 
railway companies is that they shall use 
steel sleepers instead of wooden ones, and 
the companies have already agreed to this 
proposal. . Other suggestions for pro- 
viding work include the much-needed 
electrification of Liverpool street. Many 
of the schemes, however, are’ ettil in the 
air, and at present have been put forward 
ior consideration. 


Mr. J. Devlin. 


Mr. Joseph Devlin has taken the oath 
and his seat In the. Heuse of Commons 
after his long absence, and looks little the 
worse for the years in between: It was 
thought that he might take a place he so 
frequently occupied at the corner of the 
fourth bench below the gangway, but that 
is now in the possession of the Conserva- 
tives. and is used by Sir John Gretton. Mr. 
Devlin at present has taken-wp-a position 
on the cross benches, where he has one or 
two Independents as companions. He had 
a warm welcome in the Lobby, where he 
met a number of members who were with 
him in the former Parliaments. 


‘The Maxton Touch. 


The Labour extremists in the House of 
Commons have been quick to perceive that 
the Government programme falls short of 
what they think should be the case, and 
a little group, headed by Mr. Maxton, 
has drawn -up an améndment to the 
Address, demanding nationalisation in the 
key industries like banking; the importa- 
tion of foodstuffs and raw materials, with 
the supplies of industrial power, transport 
and jand. This amendment is likely to 
receive short shrift’ from the House; for 
it is one which will unite’ the Opposition 
parties equally with the Government 
forces. 

The King and Queen. 


The King and -Queen will go to 
Sandringham on Monday, next, leaving: 
King’s Cross at 12.55 and launching on the 
train. The train will reach Wolferton, 
the Roval ~station for the Sandringham 
estate, at 3.20, and a short drive will see 
the King in time for tea in the place he 
regards as his real home; Since the 
King’s arrival in London he has been 
carefully watched by Dr. Martyn, and it 
is reported that the Royal.circle is highly 
pleased with his condition, which shows 
continued improvement. Dr. Martyn, 
who accompanied the King-from Windsor, 
will go down to Sandringham with him to 
see him established there. ‘Since his 
arrival in town the King has received a 


number of visitors, including officials and - 


personal friends. It is: stated to-night 
that it is possible that the King may go to 
South Africa for the. winter months, since 
he has objections to a sojourn on the 
Continent. South: Africa seems a long 
way to go. but the climate there is 
wonderful, and the presence of the King 
would be welcomed by the population.

BELFAST CIVIC REFORM.

REORGANISATION OF 
FINANCE DEPARTMENT. 


There were some heated exchanges at the 
meeting of the Belfast Corporation in Com- 
mittee yesterday to consider the report sub- 
mitted by Mr. Arthur Collins, the eminent 
London accountant and municipal expert, in 
regard to the reorganisation of the Finance 
Department of the Corporation. Mr. Collins, 
as part of his scheme for reorganising the. 
civic (administration, recommended the 
amalgamation of the various finance 
branches, such as rates, cashier's and 
accounting departments under one head. 
Mr. Collins considers that the new compre- 
hensive Finance Department should he staffed 
by 60 officials, whereas under the present 
régime there are 71. This would represent 
a saving of £2,500 in salaries per annum. 
In many instances women might be employed 
instead of men, which would result in further 
economy. 

Mr. Collins recommends that the majority, 
if not all, of the forty officials over 65 vears 
of age should be retired as opportunity offers. 
The salaries of these officials amount to 
£15,000 per annum. 

He recommends the introduction of new 
methods of working and financial control, to 
| which he attaches greater importance than 
the reduction of staffs.

DEFEATED.

‘Mr. FiteGERALD-KENNEY, Minister for 
Justice, asked the House to reject the amend- 
ment, because if it were carried there would 
| be no secrecy at all-in the jury panel, and 
there would be no safeguard for jurors. If 
the panel were to be published at all, it 
must be published for all classes of crime. 

Mr. COMYN said that ‘this was the most 
drastic piece of legislation that had ever been 
brought before any parliament.. For more 
than seven hundred years the citizens had 
enjoyed the right and the. safeguard of 
personal liberty, which was provided by the 
trial of accused persons by their peers, and 
this bill was an attempt to deprive them. of 
that, right.

the section would be destroyed. 

SOLICITORS’ PRIVILEGE. 

Mr. COMYN asked if the Minister would 
accept an amendment authorising the ac- 
eused person or his solicitor, during the 
empanelling and swearing of the jury, to see 
the: panel. 

Mr. FitzGERAI. D-KENNEY replied, “Not 
in every case.” He said that it was implicit 
in the bill that the Minister had power to 
allow the panel to be seen by solicitors in 
certain cases, 

Mr. LINEHAN thought that power to 
permit inspection of the panel should not be 
given. If the panel were to be secret it 
should be secret all round. 

Mr. J. T. O’FARRELL said that, if the 
Minister were to concede the right to the 
prisoner to see the panel, much of the sting 
would be taken out of the bill. 

Mr. MILROY opposed the -mendment, 
which, he said, would entirely destroy the 
object sought by the section—namely, the 
secrecy of the jury panel from the would-be 
assassin. 

The amendment was rejected by 28 votes 
to 16, 

Mr. LINEHAN moved the insertion of a 
new section providing that no person pro- 
secuting on. behalf of the State, nor any 
accused person, should be entitled as of right 
to a copy of the panel of jurors. 

NOT THE LAST WORD. 

Mr. O’CONNOR supported the amendment. 

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY said that 
they were anxious to preserve trial by jury 
in the country, and if this bill: were not a 
success they would have to take definite 
steps, because it was their duty to protect 
the lives and property of jurors and to see 
that the law was enforced against evil-doers. 
This bill, if it was not a success, was not 
their last word. The suggestion behind the 
amendment was that prosecutors were people 
who would be likely to broadcast the names 
of the jury. 

Sir JOHN KEANE said that he did not 
like the bill, any more than did anyone cise. 
He did not regard the jury system as 
sacresanct. It worked very well when public 
opinion was»strongly on the side of justice, 
but he was afraid that public opinion in this 
country was not always on the side of justice, 
and that was the case for the bill.

Executive Council was making no at- 
tempt to put the farmers of the Free State 
on the same level as those of Northern Ire- 
land and England.

There were too many Parliamentary Secre- 
taries, ‘with, perhaps, the exception of the 
Department Posts and Telegraphs. The 
work had been largely departmentalised, and 
the Ministers were, theréfore, able to do their: 
own work. “ 

The general financial conduct of the Execu- 

tive Council in relation to Great Britain was 
exemplified by the condition of the Teachers’ 
Pensions Fund. When they took over the 
fund it was bankrupt, and they had to make 
up the deficiency from the State funds and 
from the teachers individually. This was 
typical of the manner in which the present 
Ministry had conducted the business of the 
Government. : 

Mr. DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly) said that 
the housing problem would have to be dealt 
with by raw material that could be provided 
in the Free State. 

50,000 UNEMPLOYED. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin, 8.) said that 
there were at least fifty thousand persons un- 
employed in the twenty-six counties. The 
possibilities of absorbing these into normal 
employment should be considered. They 
Should, he thoaght, concentrate on industry. 
Not only in the matter of housing, but in 
other matters a great deal of constructive 
work was waiting to be done. For instance, 
very few towns in Ireland had decent sewer- 
age schemes, or proper water supplies. There 
as also the matter of land reclamation. 

12,000 “additional. “hands “had “found 
employment in tariffed industries since 1925, 
and that fact alone constituted a signpost 
which ought to point out to the Government 
the direction in which they should move if 
unemployment was to be diminished. They 
could find work for another 25,000 in indus- 
tries in this country if the necessary steps 
were taken to develop their industries. 

Mr. LITTLE (F.¥., Waterford) said that a 
matter that should engage the attention of 
the President and of the Executive Council 
was the fact that an enormous amount of 
money was invested out of the Free State by 
people resident in this country.

Agricultural schemes of improvement had 
given’ increased employment, and, in addi- 
tion to six hundred men employed in the 
manufacture of beet, others were employed 
in carting, bag making, etc. 

IRISH MANUFACTURES. 

The policy of the Government with re- 

ard to contracts was to give preferencé to 

aorstat manufacturers, and the result was 

that money was spent in the country which 
otherwise might go abroad. That repre- 
sented £100,000 in wages. The amount was 
small, but it was very important for small 
manufacturers. 

Mr. DAVIN—Does the President say that 
beet sugar manufacture goes on for five or 
six months? The actual period is ninety- 
two days. 

President COSGRAVE: said that five or 
six months was his information, but he was 
prepared to accept the deputy’s statement. 

Continuing, Mr. Cosgrave said that most 
of the charges made against the Government 
had come from a party whose distinguishing 
characteristic during the last seven years 
was either ‘‘Cease Fire” or ‘Pull Down 
the Flag.” . 

“I regret it,” said the Fresident. “I 
would like to see such a party opposed to me 
that I could leave office satisfied that 
the status and dignity of the nation would 
be guarded, and that its business would be 
well run, and that its fighting spirit would 
at least be only second to my own. (Laugh- 
ter.) It is one of the things that makes 
me most depressed when I think of what 
is going to happen when this administration 
leaves office.”

FINANCIAL AFFAIRS. 

Last March there was every indication that 
money was tight, but directly that situation 
eased the Ministers for Finance and Local 
Government and himself had a conference, in 
connection with funding local loans for hous- 


ing. 

Exactly the same policy had been followed 
during the last four or five years with regard 
to the credit of the State. The credit of the 
State was established, and it was on a fairly 
sound basis, but it could be seriously affected 
in a very short time by administration 
borrowing in respect of a service from which 
there was no return. In respect of their 
administration for the past seven years, every 
possible attention had been paid to getting 
value as far as they could for every service. 


HOUSING ACHIEVEMENT. 

Those who spoke lightly of housing ought 
to look back seven years and see what at 
cost to provide a house in Dublin—2#750. 
Now they could ge the same house for a 
shade over £500. Would it have been good 
business,.te Have spent £750, borrowin 
money for it and to leave to the people o 
the next fifteen or twenty years to pay back 
the service of the debt, in respect of which 
value could not be shown? 

Reference had been made by Deputy de 
Valera to importations and exports, but 
there was a figure of 19 millions he omitted 
from the exports and tu millions from the 
imports which he might have added. They 
exported 19 millions worth of livé animals, 
and that should be mentioned when talking 
about food and drink. 

Mr. DE VALERA asked if the President 
regarded it as satisfactory that they were 
importing 23 millions worth of food, drink, 
and tobacco and exporting only 21 millions. 

President COSGRAVE replied that it was 


.satisfactory to people who had experience of 


business. It was those people who were 
making the wealth of the country, and not 
the talkers. 


UNEMPLOYMENT REDUCED. 

Dealing with unemployment, he said that 
the problem here, in proportion to the popula- 
tion, compared favourably with the positi 
in C reat Britain and Northern Ireland. e 
averige number of registered unemployed for 
the months of March, April, and May was 
19,2:8. It was quite true that that did not 
cover the total number of unemployed. 
Defirite figures regarding unemployment 
woud not be available until the census 
retur.s were available. Even then the 
census figures would; require adjustment 
before a true picture could be given. 

Even supposing that the figures of un- 
employed were 85,000, the percentage of the 
total unemployed in the Saorstat would be 
about 2.8, as compared with 2.7 in Great 
Britain. 

President COSGRAVE quoted figures giving 
the average numbers of unemployed for the 
three months mentioned, and said that in 
1925-26 the number was ,090 ; 
1926-27, 25,000; 1927-28, 21,000; and 1928-29, 
22,500. Emigration had been mentioned. 
The figure three years dgo was 30,000, two 
years ago 27,000, and one year ago 24,000. 

Mr. COSGRAVE concluded by saying, 
amidst laughter: ‘‘ From what we have heard 
to-night, deputies can go back to the country 
with their chests out, and say, ‘We are 
roud to be Irishmen, though we forgot it 
or a long time.’ ”’

Edward O'Callaghan, a cattle dealer, was 
indicted for the manslaughter of John Gahan, 
at Gartyduff, County Wexford, on the Sth 
April last. ; “ 

Mr. Finlay (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor) prosecuted. Mr. A. Wood, K.C. 
mc bi Mr. John A. Sinnott, solicitor) 
appeared for the accused. 

ir. Finlay said that the accused on the 
4ile of April went on business to the County 
Wexford. While he was in a house belonging 
to a man named Black—the deceased man 
Gahan being under the influence of drink— 
the accused and Gahan stood up to fight, when 
O'Callaghan struck a blow which resulted in 
the death of Gahan. 

Thomas Doyle, in reply to Mr. Finlay, said 
that he was in company with the accused and 
zahan. They visited several licensed pre- 
mises, where they had drinks. In the evening, 
in the house of a man named Black, they sat 
in the kitchen,.and a dispute arose between 
the accused and Gahan. They fought, and 
Gahan received a blow which felled him to 
the ground. He was lifted up, and the 
accused said, “ What's wrong with you?” 
Gahan was then brought out, and put into a 
car, and brought to his own place. 

To Mr. Wood—When he met the accused 
it was in reference to the purchase of cattle, 
and both of ‘them and Gahan were quite 
friendly. 

Mr. Justice O’ Byrne—Was it a “ sparring ”” 
match ’—It looked as if they were tricking. 

Was there more than one blow?—I only 
saw one blow. 

ALL QUITE FRIENDLY. 

William Black, giving evidence, said that 
Gahan asked O'Callaghan would be box and 
took off his coat, and there was some 
sparring. During the sparring Gahan received 
two blows, and he fell back on the ffoor and 
lay there. ‘The defendant shook him, and 
after a while they brought him oat and put 
him into the car. During the sparring Gahan 
did not hit O’Callaghan. 

To Mr. Wood, K.C.—They were all quite 
friendly that evening, and had had drink. 

Further evidefce of the same charactor 
having been given. 

Dr. Murphy, who attended John Gahan, 
said he found marks of discolouration behind 
the ear and a cut on the lip, As the result 
of a post-mortem examination, he found that 
death was the result of shock and hemorrhago 
following a fracture of the skull. The cut on 
the lip was apparently the result of a blow. 

To Mr. Wood—The fracture might have 
been caused by a fall on the floor. 

Sergeant Scanlan said that when he spoke 
to the accused the latter said, “ This is an 
awful case,” and then he made a statement 
that he had driven from Dublin to Uorey, 
and described his transactions in the purchase 
of cattle. At Black’s, Gahan was under the 
influence of drink, and started sparring, and 
he (defendant) gave him a slap with his open 
hand, and he fell. They took him up, and 
defendant wiped his face with cold water. 

ACCUSED MAN’S EVIDENCE. 

The’ accused then gave evidence, and said 
that the statement that he made to the police 
was true. He was on friendly terms with 
Gahan, and in anything that occurred 
between them there was nothing unfriendly. 
He only struck one blow, and they both had 
drink taken. 

To Mr. Finlay—When Gahan caught hold 
of me and pulled me to the centre of the floor 
and put up his fists, I gave him a slap with 
my open hand on the mouth. 

The jury returned a verdict of not guilty, 
and the accused was discharged. 


MOTOR CAR’S SKID, 


THREE-DAY CASE DECIDED. 


(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) . 

Judgment was delivered yesterday in the 
Circuit Court, Dublin Castle, in favour of the 
defendant company in the case in which 
Joseph McKenna, of Rockmount, Finglas, 
Co. Dublin, claimed £300 damages against 
the Dublin United Tramways Company for 
damage to his chevrolet motor car in a colli- 
sion, as alleged, with a Tramways Company’s 
omnibus in November, 1927, at Conyngham 
road, Dublin. + The case had occu ied three 
days in the hearing. The plaint#f alleged 
that the 'bus, when passing him, struck the 
right-hand side of his car, causing it to skid, 
mount the footpath on the left-hand side of 
the road, and crash into a lamp post. The 
defendants’ case was that the ~bus passed 
the car, having plenty of room; and the 
fact that the car skidded had nothing to do 
with the "bus. Witnesses for the Tramways 
Company gave evidence that when the "bus 
was examined there were no marks upon it 
of any impact. ,

case, in which every possible fact had been 
brought out on both sides.

LOST INDUSTRIES. 
——- +-—- 
GOVERNMENT CRITICISED AT 
TIPPERARY INQUIRY. 


Remarkable statements were made at the 
South Tipperary County Council inquiry re- 
garding industries said to be lost to the dis- 
trict through the Free State Government's 
action. 

Mr. P. L, Ryan, Chairman, said that Tip- 
perary, which was once one of the grandest 
towns in the country, now was a frightfully 
dead place, so far as industries were con- 
cerned. The one big society there—the Tip- 
perary Co-operative Dairy Society—had taken 
it into its head some time a 
small industry in the town in the shape of a 
factory for making casein, which was a pro- 
duct that came from separated milk. The 
Society got into touch with a German firm, 
brought over machinery and erected a suit- 
able building at a big cost. They were 
making casein for a couple of months, and the 
product was pronounced to be the finest made 
in the world.

The 
exchange, however, scareely responded to the 
recent exports from London, and the sub- 
sequent withdrawal of £700,000 from the 
Bank appeared to confirm the belief -that 
Germany is using the £10,000,000 credit 
obtained in America to draw that amount of 
gold from London. Once again, too, the 
position in New York seems likely to cause 
some concern. Call money there Tas“ lately 
risen to 15 per cent., and the June total of 
the brokers’ loans reached the fresh high 
record of $7,071;221,000. This imposing 
figure suggests that there has not been a sub- 
stantial reduction in the volume of specula- 
tion in America. It is impossible to ignore 
the important fact that an amount of 
approximately £1,400,000,000 is required in 
order to finance that speculation, an amount 
far exceeding the total of our national debt 
before the war. It is not surprising that 
loan rates are high, and it would not be

No furid of skilled iabour existed 
artificial silk companies to draw on, as was 
the case with the older. established: cotton 
and woollen industries.. Branston had found 
it Best to train its own stail, as only the 
best labour could. be profitably employed 
where a production of the highest quality 
was aimed at, as in the ease of Branston. 
Production was actually started on 7th June, 
1928, with a quality of silk far in excess of 
what. they all expected.
